Manager's Desk 


LIVIO SARTORETTO. 


It is with a great deal of expectation and 
enthusiasm that Marconi begins the 1979 Season, 
not only because of Marconi’s tremendous P.S.L. 
Team, but also because of the general atmosphere 
of comradeship and togetherness at Club Marconi. 


However, this article today is not so much 
concerned with the many virtues of Club Marconi, 
but rather, with the several problems facing the 
Philips League today. 


To begin, let me say, that without doubt, the 
P.S.L. has been the greatest singles factor influencing 
the future of soccer in Australia. But the Philips 
League, and in particular the Philips League Teams, 
are undergoing a few growing pains. 


To clarify this, | point out some of these problem areas: 


Firstly, Taxation; At present the majority of P.S.L. players are part-time pro- 
fessionals. Indicating that soccer is only a second job. What does this mean 
financially? 

Simply that player’s contracts and match payments are subjected to a 334% 
taxation rate. This extraordinary rate of tax on clubs and players is a basic reason 
why member clubs of the P.S.L. are not always as financial as gate takings indicate. 


Secondly, N.S.W. Soccer Superiority: Clubs from N.S.W. are slowly but surely 
raising overall contracts of players. This being mainly due to the security offered by 
the ever active and ever resourceful tinkle of the Poker Machines. Interstate Clubs 
are not in such a fortunate position and in many instances, these Clubs, have to 
depend heavily on the support of a few endured supporters to maintain their 
balance of payment. 

Mind you, that at present the standard of Soccer throughout Australia is on 
a par, but | foresee the problem that in the near future Sydney will again become 
the Mecca of Australian Soccer. 


Thirdly, Television Coverage: Certainly not the least of our problems is the lack of 
television exposure of soccer in Australia. Television attracts the general public, 
but more importantly, as far as clubs are concerned, television attracts financial 
support by major sponsors. Those larger companies who can afford sponsorship are 
only concerned with the amount of exposure through television. 

Loss of television sponsorship has not only resulted in loss of club sponsors but 
also a loss of approximately $30,000 to the P.S.L. in Television Rights, this will 
kick-back to clubs in the form of higher affiliation fees. 


These problems are not insubmountable — SOLUTION ! SUPPORTERS. 


METHOD? Sell Soccer to your friends, bring friends to matches. Get behind the 
Sport of Sports. Australians are renowned as being a sportsminded people and 
Europeans are sport fanatics, so put these qualities to use and show your 
support for Soccer. 


RESULT! 1) Greater attendances, resulting in professionalism, thus eliminating 
the burden of 33%% tax.

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2) Recognition by Television Channels that soccer has an extremely 
active following and is a completely entertaining sport. 

3) Attraction of bigger and better sponsorship contracts such as those 
in the U.S.A. 

4) A smaller dependance on indirect takings, such as Poker Machines 
or well to do people.
